Fascism is a technique ami no t 
a do ctrine. Its aim is to gain and 
to retain po wer by v io lence. The 
wo rd fascism co nies fro m the 
Latin wo rd fasces, meaning a 
bundle o f ro ds bo und to gether 
With an ax e in the middle so that 
the ax e blade pro trudes fro m the 
bundle. The fasces, in Ro man 
usage, was an emblem o f the 
po wer o f a Ro man magistrate, 
who se autho rity was that o f the 
Ro man Empire. 
The rods in the fasces were bou nd 
tightly enou gh together to hold the 
ax e firmly in place. The tightness 
points to a concept of the state 
which fascism teaches, that the 
Indiv idu al elev ates himself as he 
loses his own identity in u nswerv ­ 
ing allegiance to the state. This 
Concept has no room for any class 
stru ggle or of a ru le by the m ajor­ 
ity .

C om m u ni s m is distingu ished 
fro m fascism not iii techniq u e, bu t 
in point of attack . Commu nism is 
bu ilt on economic principles, where­ 
as, fascism employ s an emotional

Fascism elev ates a particular 
state o r race o f peo ple to a po si­ 
tio n where it is deified, o r be­ 
co mes as Go d.

The economic portion, $250 mil­

WASHINGTON UPI — Go v ernm ent 
liv estock ex perts continu e to be 
optimistic

cattle prices despite a sev en-week 
decline in m arket qu otations.

downtu rns in dressed beef prices. 
The price situ ation w a s sa id by 
the A gricu ltu re D epartm ent to be 
influ encing bu y ers of stocker and 
feeder cattle to be v ery cau tiou s.

Since making 
this disco v ery , I ’v e no t to uched 
a thing that co uld po ssibly co n­ 
tain co w 's milk in the slightest 
quantity . And, o v er the co urse 
o f the la st six weeks I’\ e been 
co m pletely 
no rmal, 
so m ething 
that ha sn’t happened to m e in 
the la st sex en y ea rs despite all 
kind* o f trea tm ent.”

discov ery o f h y per­ 
sensitiv ity o f the bowel 
to fo o d 
stu ffs 
is 
som ething 
with 
which 
w e’re 
all fam iliar. M any o f us 
know w e can't eat certain kinds 
of fish or berries withou t ex peri­ 
encing im m ediate distress. W hat’s 
less often recognized is the dam age 
that resu lts when the food allergen. 
to u se the technical term , is m e r e ­ 
ly an ingredient of a m ix tu re we'v e 
eaten either throu gh carelessness 
or ignorance. 
Althou gh the ex perience is not 
ex actly parallel, another ex am ple 
of the consequ ences of eating foods 
of u nkown 
composition occu rred 
some y ears ago when I treated an 
Orthodox 
Jew ish 
rabbi 
for 
tri­ 
chinosis. This disease, as y ou m a y 
know, is du e to the ingestion of 
the 
particu lar worm 
(trichinella 
spira lis» 
in raw or incom pletely 
cooked ham . 
To the old gentlem an's distress 
du e to the disease w as added his 
chagrin a t hav ing so m eho w v io la ted 
the dietary laws to which he had 
been faithfu l all his life. He w as 
firm in his denial of a ny dietary 
indiscretion. N ev er had he so m u ch 
as contem plated eating any thing 
rem otely connected with pig m eat. 
We dared not dispu te his sta te ­ 
m ents. bu t neither cou ld w e oth er­ 
wise accou nt for his infection. His 
son arriv ed from a distant city 
and rem inded his fath er th at they 
had stopped a t 
a w ay side stand 
w here the only av ailable food w as 
a “ hot dog” of local m anu factu re. 
And, althou gh we lacked definite 
proof, it w as qu ite likely th at it 
w as m ad e with pork th at had not 
been su bjected to rigid inspection.

Freem an said in a statem ent the 
program went “ over the top” last 
Friday in the drive to reduce cost­ 
ly feed grain surpluses in govern­ 
m ent hands. 
This was the first legislative pro­ 
posal Qf the Kennedy adm inistra­ 
tion to be enacted by Congress. 
By May 19 , farm ers had agreed, 
Freem an said, to idle 20 6 million 
acres of the slightly m ore than IOO 
million used to grow these crops.
